A REVELATION. 


Ocr remarks on the. Kidnapping case in 
Wednesday's issue have resuited in our ob- 
taining ut least one interesting piece of 
intelligence.

at large, Dr Macgowan’s knowledge of 
China will however, we doubt not, preserve 
him frum attempting anything foolish, 
while it will equally serve to shew him 
how, when, and where the first attempt to 
construct ,a telegraph is most likely: to be 
successful. It has been well remarked 
that in Europe the railway -has been the 
| husband of the telegraph, as without the 
protection affurded by an iron road, upon 
which a moustrons mass of machinery rush- 
ing forward at prodigious speed might at 
/any moment make its appearance, and 
either effectually disperse anything like a 
crowd combined to damage the wires, or 
at all events give such speedy notice at 
the next station uf the attempt as to enable 
the authorities to frustrate it, the telegraph 
wou!d have been exposed to all the da- 
mage which an ignorant and superstitious 
set of country people might choose to inflict. 
Of course in: civilized countries,, the law 
is it’s most important ptotectur, but that, 
in England’ at least, bus been efficiently 
supplemented by that vague notion of 
danger which possesses the rustic mind 
when. crossing the iron tracks—especially 
near a turning. In China such a feeling 
wouldexisttoa far higher degree and a rail- 
road once established, a guarantee of safety 
to posts, d&e. erected thereon would be 
almost seénred. : 

With regard to Dr. Macgowan’s scheme 
which, if we are rightly informed, 
embraces in” the first place a line from 
Peking’to Shanghai, this protection could 
only be afforded by the’ proposed railroad 
between, Peking‘and Tientsin or at the 
furthest Taka, Between this latter port 
and Shanghai: via _Chefoo, the political 
ditticultics—i.e,, those arising from . the 
hostility of the people—are but small..

It would be as 
impolitie as unjust to prohibit such a 
trade as it would simply tend-to encourage 
smuggling and throw additional work on 
the already fully occupied police. But 
we doubt nut that even those who deal in 
these articles would. consent to such a 
system of registration as would enable th 


government to trace, when. needful, the | 


supplies so frequently found on beard pi- 
ratieal vessels. It could be easily aceom- 
plished by requiring every person desirous 
of disposing of anything denominated 
“ material of war” toobtain a permit for 
that purpose from the government offices, 
the fee charged being simply a few cents 
to cover the cost of printing and paper. 
The permit might contain the names of 
beth seller and buyer, the latter being 
equally prohibited from disposing of his 
gouds or shipping them from the Colony 
without obtaining in his turn a similar do- 
cument. It might be objected that such 
a regulation would tend to cramp the per- 
feetly tree trade which exists at this port, 
but if that ‘freedom can only be maintain- 
‘ed by affording facilities to pirates to in- 
jure the merchant shipping wlich resorts 
hither it would rather seem preferable: to 
impose a regulation which would diminish 
those facilities, even did it endanger the 
freedom of trade which has hitherto 
existed. 

It should.of course be understood. that 
the official granting these permits should 
have no veto whatever as to witholding 
them or otherwise, The most honest man 
or the most dangerous pirate should have 
equal facilities in the way of obtaining them 
aud thie because it would be injudicious to 
establish a censorship, whigh like the pass- 
port system, would be annoying. to ho- 
nest men and could easily be evaded 
‘by a. rogue. The: only” good : derivable 
from such a regulation would be that 
the government would be placed in  pos- 
session of all the information that Eura- 
peans and honest Chinese could give them, 
and this gained, the lubours of the police 
in tracing the intermediate parties between 
the original vendors and the pirates would 
be materially lessened. We do not for 
@ moment suppose that those scoundrels 
who actually dispose of such goods to 
known pirates would give truthful infor- 
mation to the'clerk who might fill in such 
a permit as that we describe, but the fact 
of a sale having taken place at a certain 
date would afford some clue in connection 
with previously registered sales of. the 
same description of goods. - 

As tu the enforcement of such a regula 
tion the rule which prevailed in certain 
parts of America respecting the sale of 
beer during the hours of divine service on 
Sunday would not be inapplicable. | Ac- 
cording-to it. no publican could recover 
at law. the value of beer supplicd during 
thuse. hours, aad similarly. it’ might be 
enacted that no one could recover the value 
of arms or material of war sold without a 
‘government permit. The importance of 
cramping in every available way the ope-

Canadian journalist possesses a fertile ficld, 


list in India necessitates a wide and exten- 
sive knowledge of the past, a clear percep- 
tion and a quick apprebension of the ua- 
ture, scujie, tendency, and possible as well 
as probable issues of current. events, no 
less than of general policy; and we may 
remark, to the credit of the Indian Press, 


_that in its discussions, it has avoided an 


uuscemly spectacle. of controversies .con- 
dacted in a spirit of acrimonious hostility, 
derogatory to journalism as a profession, 
and to journalists as -gentlemen. — In 
the Colonies of Australia the Press 
exists under circumstances’ that are un- 
nsually: favourable to ‘the dévelopment 
of its most useful social powers. It. is 
not restrained as in Canada by con- 
siderations relating to neighbouring states, 
ior hampered by the matured prejudices 
of natives as in’ India; for the Aus- 
tralian ‘aborigines were, at the very be- 
ginuing of: our colonization,’ compara- 
tively few in number, without a history, 


with no literature, their architectural know- 


ledge ‘extending only to the erection of 
huts of leaves and branches of trees, with 
no mytholo.y, tradition,: or idea of a future 
state. “Here, then, the field was clear fur 
the planting of. British Jaws and institu- 
tions ; and it cannot be denied that. the 
‘veal, working chyrch”. has proved itself 
fully equal ‘to the task seé before it. No 
doubt -it- was one of great and novel difi- 
culty.- The ‘‘ writers for the press.” were 
called on to deal with circumstances, with 
political crises and social conditions sand 
sudden exigencies, that were without pre- 
cedent; and had they not. been ‘ helpful 


-men;” prompt to confront unlooked for 


emergencies, aud skilful to guide the ‘* many’ 
headed !multitude” in the enjoyment of 
unwonted political unrestraint, society: in 
Australia would not have acquired cohesive 
powers,! nor would political government 
have secured a safe and permanent foun- 
dation. 

It so happens that while each section of 
society, either at home or abroad, in a young 


J colony or iu an old state, surveys a_ public 


policy. from its own peculiar, stand poiut, 


and suffers its views thereof to be’ coloured 


or obscured by .its own peculiar environ 
meuts, or possibly discerns no. more than 
one aspect of the question, and that imper- 
fectly—the journalist is expected to con- 
template it from'a bigher and ‘‘more re- 
moved ground,” to make himself familiar 
with all its aspects, to detect. whatever ‘la- 
teut good or evil it. may contain, and: to 
discuss its intrinsic merits solely in relation 
to the general weal, and not aa the question 
affects a particular interest or.a class. 

Such obligations attach to the hanest 
journalist everywhere, in China no less than 
in India, or Canada, or Australia. And he 
must be prepared to ‘accept the. penalty 
which, especially .inémall. communities; is 
too often entailed upon him by the faithful 
discharge of his: responsabilities. It may 
be that his convictions will clash with those 
of men to whom he is bound by the ties of 
private friendship, and that the earnestness 
with which he expresses. his opinions may 
weaken those ties or alienate that friend- 
ship.. But the journalist has no alternative. 
The common weal has the first claim upon 
hisaftections, hisatlegiance, and hisduty, and 
hecannotneglect or renounce either without 
being false to his vocation, Occasions will 
arise, moreover, when the assertion of a 
particular principle, or the exposure of a 
public wrong, will expose him to the hosti- 
lity of many, who, it may be, are slow to 
recognise the principle, or to relinquish the 
wrong. . In such cases. the journalist. must 
possess the moral. courage to persevere ;and 
must emulate the pertinacity displayed by 
a William: Bitt, when hé manfully con- 
fronted a formidable, opposition, and saw it 
gradually shyink befoxe him, until it assum« 
ed the contracted dimensions of :an impo- 
tent minority. In relation to the public, 
the duties of the conductors of the public 
press are so numerous and so various as not 
to admit of a very brief-or concise definition. 
We have spoken frankly of the. duty which 
the. journalist owes to the public; let us re- 
mind the public .of what may be fairly 
expected from it on the part of the jour- 
nalist, He is not. exempt fron the 
universal liability to. err. The judg- 
ment which he brings to bear wpon every 
subject on which he treats, though assisted 
by reflection, enlightened by study, and 
disciplined Wy experience, is still a human 
judgment, and therefore fallible... There- 
fore we claim for the journalist immunity 
from hypercriticism and freedom from hasty 
censure ; a liberal construction to be placed 
upon what he says and does, and a friendly 
recollection of the numerous impediments 
which crowd his path. That uniformity of 
opinion should exist, with regard to the 
best means of attaining. any given political 
end,.is not to be desired or, expected, even 
in a colony so circumstanced or of such small 
extent as this of Hongkong; but this niuch 
might at least be hoped. for from men: of 
education and intelligence, that they should 
make charitable allowance for the differen- 
ces of opinion entertaived by their political 
opponents, and should accord to others that 
right of independent judgment which they 


“claim for themselves,

THE HONGKONG HOTEL COMPA- 
“NY wD. LAPRAIK. 


Tue Jury sworn in the case of the Hong- 
kong Hotel Company. ». “Douglas Lapraik 
consisted. of seven gentlemen who-may be 
fairly accepted as representatives of mer- 
cantile’ interests’ in China, from whom the 
general public night reasonably expect au- 
thoritative declarations on gommercial usage 
When such men ‘differ: widely-in their in- 
terpretation of matters peculiarly within 
the scope of their experience, the public are 
left in a state of doubt which in sucha 
case as the one mentioned ought not.to-ex- 
ist; and it is because four merchants con- 
tradiot three others in estimating the extent 
of an ugent’s responsibility under general 
instructions from a principal, that their var- 
dict in the present case becomes unusually 
interesting. Our own, conviotion is that 
their verdict ought to have been uhanimots 
for the plaintiffs, and ‘we shall state why, 
ptemising that we regrd only the evidence 
pivett in court, without. reference'to “ tem- 
per” or to any other considerations. that 
should not weigh with a jury. 


Two points were relied on for the de- 
fence: Ist, that the scope of agency must 
le interpreted by His Honor from the ad- 
vertiseuent published by defendant; 2nd, 
that inasmuch as the agent had received 
special instructions from defendant to buy 
shares in certain companics, he was thereby 


“limited” so far as that form of_invest- 
meht was concerned, and was not at liber- 
ty to purchiase for his principal, the defen- 
dant, shares in the Hongkong Hotel’ Com- 
pany. The first point was summarily dis- 
posed of by His Honor. The advertise- 
ment was simply a notification to the world 
that defendant had created an agency ; the 
scope of the agency must be gathered ‘from 
the acts of the parties. The action there- 
fore-must be determiiied upon the second 
point, which was practically that the agent 
had ‘no authority to purchase the Hotel 
shares on defendant’s account. It is only 
to.this point that: argument need be ad- 
dressed. : 

Under the direction of His Honor the 
jury took the agent’s authority as parole 
and general. In such case the agent is 
left to buy-and sell on the best ‘conditions 
he can.. ‘Tf detriment arise to a. principal 
from’ the ‘proceedings ‘of -an agent. acting 
under such authority, he has. no redress, 
unless he can show that the agent acted 
fraudulently or with gross” uegligence.” 
That isthe Jaw as stated in M’Culloch’s 
Commercial Dictionary ; aud the same au- 
thority says: “If a factor [agent]. buys 
goods on account of his principal, where he 
is accustonied so te de, the contract of the 
factor binds the principal to a performance 
of the bargain; and the principal ‘is the 
person. to be sued for non-performauce.” 
Now it is certain that the “goods” in this 
ease were purchased where the agent for 
defendant was. ‘‘accustomed” to act for 
his principal.. That condition being satis- 
fied, was the agent guilty of ‘gross negli- 
gence?” Did any “detriment,” in a legal 
sense, accrue to his principal from the 
purchase of the shares ‘in the Hongkong 
Hotel Company?. Clearly not, for as His 
Honor put it to the jury, if the agent’s 
name had been on the ‘deed of association 
instead of the defendant’s, the agent would 
have been: bound ia his own person. -So. 
that no imputation of ‘‘ negligence” could 
rest on the agent. The issue is thus re- 
duced to the question of scope of authority, 
aud against the overwhelming evideuce that 
the.agent’s authority was really discretion- 
ary, the learned Attomey General could set 
up only the argument thatthe agent having 
been “specially instructed” in two cases to 
purchase shares in two companies, exceeded 
the scope of. his agency by — purchasing 
shares.in a third company without-ivstruc- 
tions. It was not put to the jury by coun- 
sel or Court, but it is clear, that such “‘spe- 
cial instructions” are. perfectly consistent 
with the theory of unlimited’ or general 
agency. They might have Leen, and pro- 
bably were,. given by way of direction, and 
notfor the purpose of limitation. ‘I speci- 
ally.instruct you to buy shares for me’ in 
the Hongkong and Shanghae Bank, and in 
the Hongkong and Whampoa Dock Com- 
pany,” is-a_ direction perfectly compatible 
with general agency. -1t does. not’. appear 
from the evidence that the principal’s. in- 
structions went beyond that effect; and so 
the’ subscription for. the Hotel Company’s 
shares came fairly. within the scope of the 
agent’s discrétionary authority, © 

The case against the defendant, as disclos- 
ed in court, appears to be so complete that it 
is impossible to’ conceive, what legitimate 
reason there could be for disagreement 
among the jurymen; and. we cannot help 
thinking that the three non-contents—who- 
ever they were—must on ‘reflection regret 
that they did not unite in the verdict 
for the plaintiff... It is not our duty. 
to remark on the-disclosares made in the 
evidence as tv the wide variety df acts done 
by the agent for defendant ; but .the warn- 
ing given by His Honor was not without 
cause, and defendant may find in the course 
of his future: experience that the old axiom 
of law, Quicquid est contra normam recti 
est injuria, will find illustration in the 
results. of his own incautiousness by infor- 
imal delegation of trust to others,

& unanimous intent is the decided pre- 
dominance -of -some -one- phase -of national. 
desire or purpose, whereas there is at 
present a fluctuation between many 


aristocracy rarely leads a nation and becomes 
its true organ except on territorial ques- 
tions,—questions affecting the nation’s own 
territorial greatness. * On all such questions 
aristocracies, where they exist at all (and
